RETURNED TO DAKAR FOR RECEPTION GIVEN BY GENERAL IDRISSA 
FALL, ARMED FORCES CHIEF OF STAFF, AND WERE GUESTS AT 
NATIONAL THEATRE FOR SENEGALESE MUSIC AND DANCE PERFORMANCES. 

5. MISSION CONSIDERS VISIT OUTSTANDING SUCCESS WHICH 
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REINFORCED MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN US AND SENEGAL 
AND STRENGTHENED OUR RELATIONS WITH SENEGALESE MILIATARY, 
DEVELOPMENT AND REGIONAL OFFICIALS. COOPERATION BY 
SENEGALESE MILITARY WAS UNSTINTING AND SMOOTHLY ORGANIZED. 

IT IS CLEAR THAT MILITARY COMMAND WELCOMES OPPORTUNITIES 
TO DEMONSTRATE ITS DESIRE FOR CLOSER COOPERATION WITH US 
AND TO DEVELOP DIRECT CONTACT WITH AMERICAN COUNTERPARTS. 
SENEGALESE ATTACH HIGH IMPORTANCE TO SUCH VISITS AT 
MOMENT WHEN, AS EVIDENCED BY STATEMENTS DURING AND AFTER 
APRIL 20-21 DAKAR FRANCO-AFRICAN SUMMIT, THEY ARE DEEPLY 
CONCERNED OVER SECURITY OF MODERATE AFRICAN STATES AND 
LOOK TO WEST FOR DEFENSE ASSISTANCE. WHILE SENEGALESE 
MILITARY AND POLITICAL LEADERS WELCOME SUCH SYMBOLIC 
GESTURES TOWARD FRIENDLY AFRICAN STATES AS NDU VISIT, 

THEY ARE ANXIOUS THAT THESE CONTACTS BE FOLLOWED BY
